A  reader  has  given  me  an  old  school  book  that 
has  blasted  away  the  splash  dam6  of  memory 
and  released  a  thousand  recollections.  It  is  a 
copy  of  Harvey’s  Elementary  Grammar  that 
was  used  by  a  Fayette  County  student  in  the  little 
New  River  mining  camp  of  Echo. 

On  the  fly  leaf  of  the  old  blue 
back  book  is  the  student’s  signa¬ 
ture  and  address:  “T.C.  Beury. 

Echo,  W.  Va.,  Beury  School.’ 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  date 
Inssribad  in  the  little  volume. 


IfOtttver,  the  text  book  “was  en¬ 


tered  according  to  Act  of  Con¬ 
gress,  in  the  year  1669,  bv  Wil¬ 
son,  Hinkle  Co.,  In  the  Clerk’s 
Office  of  the  District  Court  of  the 
United  States,  for  the  Southern 
District  of  Ohio.” 

Who  taught  that  school  at 
Beury  —  the  Echo  School  —  could  be  determined 
if  the  year  this  book  was  used  were  known. 


common  for  the  legendary  coal  operator  to  hire 
an  orchestra  to  come  to  Beury  by  C&O  and  play 
on  the  lawn  of  the  Beury  home.  This  was  stan¬ 
dard  operating  procedure  on  Sundays  in  the  good 
old  summer  time. 

In  the  ole  stone  office  building  at  Beury,  when 
Frank  Rogers  and  I  were  there,  was  the  old  iron 
safe.  It  was  nearly  seven  feet  tall  and  corrupted 
with  rust,  but  still  locked. 


LONG  AGO  THE  combination  was  lost.  It  left 
us  wondering  what  was  in  the  safe.  When  Beury 
was  at  the  height  of  its  boom  they  tell  me  there 
were  some  70  or  more  houses  in  which  the  miners 
lived,  the  men  who  worked  Echo  mine  and  other 
openings  along  the  river.  It  was  in  1898,  accord¬ 
ing  to  information  before  me,  that  Joseph  L. 
Beury  arrived  there.  He  first  called  the  place 
“Echo”  but  it  wasd  later  changed  to  his  name  of 
Beury  out  of  honor  to  the  famous  pioneer 
plunger. 

Beury  was  the  location  of  a  celebrated  bot¬ 
tling  plant.  A  ealcon  was  there,  too,  where  the 
hard  working  miners  might  slake  their  thirst  and 
drown  their  troubles  with  fire  water.  It  was  the 
poor  man’s  club  and  as  reports  run,  it  was  fairly 
well  patronized. 


TODAY  BEURY  is  aft  almost  forgotten  loca¬ 
tion.  Standing  there  today  is  the  stone  structure 
whtoir  Colonel  Joseph  H.  Beury  built  when  he 
MfU  flttftg  treat  guns  ih  the  coal  business.  It  Was 
ilifrt  k  few  steps  off  the  C&O  and  houetd  his  of¬ 
fice,  the  company  store  and  the  psot  office. 

Two  ydkrs  ago  When  Frank  Rogers  of  Danese 
took  me  to  the  place  in  his  “rough  rider”  jeep, 
there  Was  an  ola  Negro  woman  holed  up  in  about 
the  only  room  ih  the  place  that  was  Intact.  On  the 
outside  of  the  door  was  a  fejd  sack  full  of  voodoo 
stuff  lb  ward  off  intruders  and  evil  spirits  bent  on 
fbul  intent  to  tho  superefitutimis  oW  character.  A 
sign  Wifned  all  to  steer  clear  of  the  place  and  let 
Ine  lonely  oOcupaht  alcrtiO. 


HARD  BY  18  WHAT  is  left  of  the  Colonel 
BoUty  home  where  the  Beufys  and  their  four 
children  lived.  This  old  house  in  the  isolated  area 
is  said  to  have  cost  lioo.ooo.  it  mhy  well  hove 
cdSt  that  if  the  report  is  true  that  the  atofte  in  the 
foundation  was  imported  form  Germany.

NAME  OF  THE  BOTTLING  concern  was  the 
Fayette  Liquor  Co.  Along  with  other  things,  they 
bottled  beer,  which  was  shipped  in  kegs  to 
Beiify.  Same  was  true  of  WfcMloy,  Which  was 
shipped  to  Beury  in  barrel  lots. 

One  man  Who  worked  there  in  the  bottling 
plant  Once  told  me  hoW  they  diluted  the  drink 
with  New  River  water,  or  with  water  that  was 
piped  from  mountain  springs.  As  this  is  written 
there  Sits  in  reach  of  me  an  empty  old  beer  bottle 
with  the  name  “Fayette  Liquor  Co.,  Beury, 
W.VftW  molded  ih  tho  brown  mm. 

Beury  'w»i?  &  distributing  point  and  saloon 
keepers  bought  their  merchandise  form  the 
Fayette  Liquor  Company  or  else  they  Were  quite 
unable  to  get  a  saloon  license.  Such  matters  as 
the  issuance  of  Saloon  licenses  W&s  in  the  hands 
of  tilfe  Fayette  County  Court.  Unless  a  dealer 
“ployed  ball,”  as  they  said  theft,  With  the  autho¬ 
rities  whft  tesued  the  license  and  bought  (heir 
product,  their  chance  of  getting  a  saloon  license 
was  mighty 'slim. 

Members  of  the  court  were  ift  oft  the  liquor 
combine,  or  so  one  of  them  told  me.

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Having  been  interested  in  the  old  Ingle  System  mavericks  for  some¬ 
time,  I  recently  began  the  "Ingle  System  Mavericks”  Clearing  House.  My 
interest  in  these  mavericks  concerns  only  the  Ingle  System  pieces,  and 
not  those  having  "Insurance  Credit  System",  or  "Ingle-Schierloh  Co." 
reverses.  I  am  working  on  a  listing  of  all  such  pieces  that  have  been 
attributed,  and  hopefully  all  will  be  included  in  a  future  publication. 

Although  attributing  a  previously  unattributed  piece  is  always  a 
pleasure,  this  effort  is  concentrated  on  assembling  a  list  of  those 
pieces  which  are  already  attributed.

I  have  screened  the  catalogs  of  the  following  states  and  have  a 
sizable  listing  of  attributed  pieces.  Florida,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Iowa, 
Oklahoma,  Virginia,  Montana,  Illinois,  California,  Wisconsin,  Texas, 
S. Carolina,  Utah  and  Idaho  as  well  as  the  Coal  and  Lumber  catalogs  and 
the  TAMS  maverick  listing,  and  all  have  helped  a  great  deal  toward  this 
effort.  However  most  states  still  do  not  have  a  catalog,  so  many,  many 
more  attributed  pieces  should  be  reported. 

If  you  know  of  any  attributed  Ingle  System  mavericks  other  than 
those  listed  in  the  above  publications,  I  would  certainly  appreciate 
having  your  information.  If  you  know  of  a  piece,  but  are  not  sure  if  it 
is  in  a  catalog  or  not,  I  urge  you  to  list  it  to  me. 

Also,  if  you  will  list  your  unattributed  pieces  to  me,  I  will  check 
my  listing  and  advise  you  of  any  that  are  already  attributed.  In  the 
case  of  those  that  are  not  on  the  attributed  list,  I  will  file  them  in 
an  unattributed  file  with  your  name  and  address  also  on  the  card  and  as 
any  becomes  attributed,  I  will  advise  the  owner.
